Profitable Coin Collecting 


Book Review 



David Ganz, the author was the ANA President between 1993 and 1995. He has written about coins in Numismatic 
News and Coinage Magazine for decades. David is a senior lawyer by profession in New York. 

For an investor iooking to diversify their investments into coins, this book is a good introduction. However, as a coin 
coliector this book may or may not be useful. You should look for a different reference book. 

As an interesting investment measure of coins, the Salomon Brothers Coin Index was referenced and show how 
coins as a iong term investment could make money better than the stock market. The 20 coins used in the index 
are:

Profitable Coin Collecting has a chapter on investment strategies with bullion and coins from 1794 to 1850's. It 
compares historical values of coins to the stock market indices. For the rest of the book, it has a chapter on the 
following coins: 1794 Siiver Dollar, 1909-S V.D.B. cent, 1838-0 Half Dollar, 1913 Liberty Nickel, 1946-P War Nickel, 
1804 Silver Dollar, 1894-S Dime, 1933 Gold $20, and 1993 Thomas Jefferson Silver Dollar. With most of these as 
key-date or ultra-rarity, they may not be possibie to invest in. 

The investment chapter is confusing if you do not have a financial background. It goes into various investment 
options with lots of detail that may put you to sleep. The graphs and charts throughout the book utilize multiple 
vertical scales and do not label which graph line matches with which one. This book seems like it is a good attempt 
to combine the coin and stock market investment options, however it has rough edges that makes it difficult to use 
as a sole source.
